Tee, 
I enjoyed meeting a goodly nam 
ber of Brethren, relatives and 
friends. I also enjoyed meeting 
many of the German Baptist 
Brethren. However in meeting 
some of these latter brethren, I 
was made sad and sorry that 
they — a few of them did not 
meet me with that cordiality 
that they did of yore. One broth- 
er, who had met me with a 
warm hand aud kiss, after I had 
been cast out of the church, did 
not meet me witb this greeting. 
Why! 

When I was not a member of 
the chnrob, as he greeted me he 
said, "I still hold you as a broth- 
er." Be received me as a broth- 
er when I was not a member of 
any church, why will he not now 
receive me as a brother when I 
am a member of the Brethren 
church ? Will he please answer 
this question in the Evawublist ? 
t In conversing with some of 
onr Progressive Brethren on the 
coldness and strife between our 
Brethren and the German Bap 
list Brethren, I said, "I am try 
ing to get rid of the unkind leel- 
ing and quit saying unkind 
words against the German Bap- 
tist Brethren."

their house at their council meet- 
ing tbe Saturday before the 
second Sunday in June.

Virginia Notes. 

I noticed in laBt week's Evan- 
si list Bro. Garber sayB that if 
the College fail that some breth- 
ren will become bankrupt, there 
by, and to escape disgrace will 
withdraw fnrn the church. 

I bave a serious protest against 
saSh proceedure. Il the College 
should fail, certainly there oan 
be no gospel reason why any one 
shonld leave the church on ac- 
count of that. And even if some 
brethren should become bank- 
rapt certainly disgrace will be no 
less to withdraw trom the church. 
But realy there is no disgrace 
connected with tbe bankruptcy 
of any one in tbe interest of a 
good cause. If the money has 
all been properly cared for, and 
if there has been an economical 
expenditure of the same, certain- 
ly brethren trying to save -the 
institution and thereby becoming 
bankrupt, have no disgrace what- 
ever resting upon them. And I 
believe if there shonld be any 
brethren so unfortunate as to 
loose all this worlds goods in the 
interest of a good cauao, that 
there would be good brethren 
who would help replace such 
one's goods and restore the loss 
to the individual, provided the 
unfortunate brother had not lost 
his money lavishly. 

And then too what can be 
gained by leaving the brethren 
and making a home in some 
other church because of this em- 
barrassment r 

I fear too many become offend- 
ed, too easily when this way or 
opinion is not in the supremacy. 
Too many become offended when 
their desired accomplishments 


fail, and too many work for 
policy's sake or self aggrandize- 
ment and too few for the cause 
of Christ and the salvation of 
souls. Too many are looking 
for a good esay time in the 
church with plenty of means at 
their command, and expect but 
little to do in the service of 
Christ. If we bave given up 
houses and laud and wife and 
children tor Christ's sake then 
we are accounted worthy of 
Oh net. But any who will for- 
sake Christ's service for the loee 
of money in the interest of tbe 
furtherance of the oau.se of Christ, 
could scarcely be accounted 
worthy of the profession they 
claim. 

Too many when they can not 
get some body to turn tbe crank 
of the bobby they ride purposely 
fall off and kick the dirt in eyes 
of all about, and some what con- 
taminating the spirit of conten- 
tion and revetry'to alt those who 
possess similar likings. 

Chanty is the greatest of all 
Christian principles, and it should 
be fully used ; a liberal supty is 
offered, hut threats are unscrip- 
tural.

We hope the next conference 
will beheld in Virginia, and that 
we will have the privilege of in- 
viting onr Md,, brethren to Va.
